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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 6-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendments to the drawings and specification properly overcome the previously applied 
drawing objection and rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112. As per independent claim 6, the prior art 
does not teach the method combination as recited, and in particular the combination of 
determining the air conditioning capacity of two air conditioning ducts of individually 
controllable capacity, calculating the specific formula for sunlight steepness, determining a 
correction factor and corrected air conditioning capacity, and setting the corrected air 
conditioning capacity. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
